Chapter 100, Section 10 of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1964, requires: “On or before the first day of 
April of each year, the owner or keeper of any dog 
six months old or over shall apply to the city or town 
clerk either orally or in writing, for a license for each 
such dog owned or kept by him.” 


6 ' - ELIOT, MAINE ~ 


Chapter 100, Section 13 of the Revised Statutes 
of Maine, 1954, notice: ‘Whoever keeps a dog con- 
trary to the provisions of Section 9 to 28, inclusive, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 to 
be recovered by complaint before any trial justice or 
municipal court in the county where such owner or 
keeper resides.” 


NOTICE OF STREET REQUIREMENTS 

- Any property owner who is planning to hot-top a 
driveway connected to any highway should contact 
either the Road Commissioner or the State Highway 
Supervisor according to jurisdiction. It may be nec- 
essary to correct a drainage problem or to prevent a 
condition which might be objectionable or hazardous 
to traffic. 

Anyone planning a street with the intention of 
requesting the town to accept it as a public way 
should first obtain information as to the requirements 
of the town as to width of right of way, construction 
and drainage, etc. 


JUNK YARD 

All citizens should be advised of the existing ordi- 
nance in respect to operating a junk yard or auto- 
mobile graveyard so-called. Chapter 100, Paragraph 
137-144 of the Revised Statutes of Maine states that 
three (3) or more unused, discarded, inoperable or 
junked vehicles, or bodies and engines thereof con- 
stitutes a junk yard. Such establishments are re- 
quired by law to be licensed and operated under re- 
gulations set forth by aforementioned State Statutes. 

Those with junked, discarded or inoperable vehicles 
in their possession should cooperate in disposing of 
them so that we may offer a more attractive, present- 
able town and countryside to our friends and neigh- 
bors.

To the Selectmen of the Town of Eliot 


During the past year, the Planning Board has been 
reviewing the Comprehensive Plan for the Town of 
Eliot. Because of this review and expressed desires 
of townspeople, some changes have been made in the 
proposed zoning ordinance. The proposed zoning or- 
dinance being submitted for action by the Annual 
Town Meeting is not designed to establish arbitrary 
prohibitions on use of land but, rather, as a tool to 
accomplish the objectives of the long-range plan in 
an orderly manner. Study of the Comprehensive 
Plan, which is available at Town Offices and at the 
Fogg Library, is recommended as an aid in evaluating 
the proposed zoning ordinance. Copies of the proposed 
zoning ordinance are available. Contact any member 
of the Planning Board for copies and answers to ques- 
tions you may have on either the plan or the proposed 
ordinance. 


One member of the Planning Board has represented 
the Town of Eliot on the York County Regional Plan- 
ning Committee and another has been designated as 
a member of the Seacoast Regional Planning Com- 
mittee. The entire board participated in two meet- 
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ings of area municipal officials: In order for the 
Town of Eliot to remain competitive in attracting 
either industry or desirable residential construction, 
we must continue to improve our community facilities 
and not postpone action because of the Department 
of Defense action with respect to the Naval Shipyard.

It has been brought to our attention that during the 
past year “‘high-pressure” salesmen have visited homes 
in the area to sell products or to offer work services 
which reportedly have the recommendation of the

fire department or myself. This type of recommenda- 
tion is very much against the policy of our depart- 
ment. We suggest that whenever you are in doubt 
as to the authenticity of a salesman’s “pitch”’—call 
us for verification. 

We have had more fires this year than in past years, 
but the cost has been kept down due partly to the 
fact that most of them were reported at once before 
they became difficult to control. Thus we were able 
to keep our man hours at a minimum and our costs 
down. 

We had a very dry spell this summer lasting well 
into late fall and because of this we had a few minor 
woods fires and one fairly large one. The citizens 
of this town are to be complimented on their fine 
cooperation in emergencies such as these. 


This year we sent a group of firemen to Fritz- 
williams, New Hampshire to attend the fire school 
sponsored by the New Hampshire State Fire Chiefs 
Association. 


Another group of firemen along with members of 
the Auxiliary (Boys), are attending a weekly course 
on fire rescue. This course which is sponsored by 
the State of Maine Civil Defense and Public Safety 
Department. It is being held for a nine week period at 
the South Berwick Fire Station. 


Due to the extensive cooperation of our road com- 
missioner, Charles Grover, our rear parking lot is 
almost complete. A floodlight has been added and 
with other minor improvements it should be finished 
this year. We will also complete the construction of 
our Ladder Practice Tower in 1965. 


Several of our firemen visited the Maxim Motor 
Co. of Middleboro, Mass. to check the progress of the 
new fire truck being made there. We have all been 
pleased with the results. 
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We had a very successful Field Day in September. 
Companies and trucks from surrounding towns en- 
tered the parade and contests and helped to make it 
an interesting, instructive, and a happy day. 

Inside improvements this year include the finishing 
of the acoustic ceiling in both the meeting room and in 
the office, half of this expense shared by the Ladies 
Auxiliary— installing a gypsum board ceiling in the 
basement, and -the painting of the lower walls and 
floor of the truck room. We have also added two 
more folding tables and twenty-five metal a 
chairs to cur equipment.

To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens 
of the Town of Eliot 


I herewith submit the report of the Eliot Health. 
Council: 


Article 2 of the by-laws of the Eliot Health Council. 
lists the objectives of the council as follows: 


1. To determine through observation and study, 
the health needs of the Town of Eliot. 


2. To plan a long-range program for the town. 
3. To assist the public health nurse in carrying on 
her program. 


4. To be cognizant of the recognized standards of 
public health work and to aid in maintaining a 
high quality of service. 


With these objectives always in mind the Eliot 
Health Council has made every effort throughout the 
year to present worthwhile programs of health which 
will benefit the largest number of residents of the 
town. The council is a non-profit organization and. 
in order to present programs, small fees are charged 
for some of the programs on a self-paying basis. No 
one is deprived of treatment because of the lack of 
ability to pay these fees. 


Well Child Conferences are held in the vestry of 
the South Eliot Methodist Church on the fourth Thurs-. 
day of each month beginning at 8:30 a.m. with Dr. 
Thomas S. Conroy of Portsmouth in attendance. He 
is assisted by Mrs. Marea Clement, public health 
nurse; Mrs. Mildred Walker R. N., conference chair-- 
man; and volunteer members of the council. AIL 
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parents of preschool children are invited to bring their 
children to this conference for general physicals, im- 
munizations, and dietary assistance. 


Citizens of this town are also invited to make use 
of the Loan Closet in times of illness. Available are 
such items as hospital beds, crutches, wheelchairs, 
therapy walkers, and many other sick room needs 
too numerous to list here. If you have a sickroom 
need please contact either Mrs. Herbert Hanson Jr. 
or Mrs. Harry Walker for information on borrowing 
these items. . 


During the past year a gift of money, a hospital 
bed and mattress, crutches, bedside tables and a 
wheelchair were presented to the council for use in 
this Loan Closet. All such gifts are appreciated and 
at the present time four hospital beds are now in use 
within the town. 


Sodium fluoride treatments were given to 298 
children of our school system and pre-school children 
from age 3 to subprimary age. In a breakdown of 
this figure, 276 school pupils and 22 pre-school child- 
ren received the treatments, which comprise a series 
of four applications, mouth examination, dental pro- 
phylaxis, and a demonstration on the proper method 
of teeth brushing. It is estimated that these treat- 
ments bring about a 40% cut in tooth decay. The 
council is very proud of this sponsored program. 


‘Mrs. Arlene Olmstead, school physical chairman, 
reports that 256 pupils have received physicals. This 
number includes both male and female athletes. Other 
tests offered in this school system include TB tests 
and visual acuity tests. 


Members of this council keep abreast in the various 
health problems by attending meetings at their own 
expense. This year 13 members attended the Health 
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Council Institute held in Hollis at which time out- 
standing New England specialists in their fields spoke. 
For the first time’ in many years the Eliot Health 
Council has opened membership and persons interested 
in serving their town through health, on a dedicated 
basis, are invited to contact Mrs. Herbert Hanson Jr., 
chairman of the council. 


In closing may we take this opportunity to thank 
Dr. Conroy for his outstanding assistance and coop- 
eration. A very special thank you to Mrs. Clement 
our public health nurse whose service and good deeds 
within this town should receive an outstanding ‘Blue 
Ribbon Award”.

To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Eliot: 


I would like to submit my report for the year ending 
February 1. 


The general purpose in having a town health of- 
ficer is for the reporting, prevention, and suppression 
of diseases and all conditions dangerous to health and 
includes weekly reports sent to the state, investigation 
of complaints concerning health, and an immuniza- 
tion clinic and other duties. The health officer is 
appointed by the Selectmen and approved by The 
Commissioner of Health and works under the direction 
of the Department of Health of Maine. 


The following cases of contagious diseases were 
reported this year: Chicken pox—22, German Measles 
—30, Measles—3, Mumps—23, Infectious Hepatitis—l, 
Meningoccal throat infection—1l. 


Two immunization clinics were held last year; one 
in April at which Diphtheria-tetanus, Oral Polio and 
Smallpox immunizations were given; the second clinic 
was held in June when Oral Polio vaccine was given. 
Immunizations given were: Junior Primary through 
High School—polio 153, smallpox vacc. 43, Diphtheria 
tetanus 118; Pre School—Smallpox vacce. 5, Polio 51; 
Adults—Smallpox vace. 1, Polio 41. These clinics were 
held under the direction of Thomas S. Conroy M. D. 
of Portsmouth and the injections were administered 
by Dr. Conroy. I would like to take this opportunity 
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to thank Dr. Conroy for all the assistance he has given 
me and the people of Eliot this year. 


The number of dog bites reported was 13, with 
rabies present in some of the N. E. States we have to 
be more careful than ever. There are state laws that 
cover dog bites and they should be reported when 
they occur. 7 


The State Department of Health approved the re- 
appointment of Daniel Kroska of State Road as 
Plumbing inspector and Elwood Zamarchi of River 
Road as Alternate Plumbing inspector for the town. 

I would like to thank all those who have helped me 
in the performance of my duties this past year.

The emphasis in our public health nursing program 
has gradually shifted over the past few years from 
health supervision of the well child to that of individ- 
uals with health problems. There seems to be less 
need of the former now as there tends to be a closer 
parent-physician relationship as well as more good 
reading material on child care. Increased population 
is a factor in the increase in health problems. More 
individuals subject to illness and shorter hospitaliza- 
tion following illness give us more and more need for 
home nursing care. Here your public health nurse 
can offer valuable assistance in carrying out the phys- 
ician’s recommendations and teaching persons in the 
home to care for the patient. 

It would seem that you might be interested in the 
type of home visits made this past year and the age 
group to whom they were made. You will note that 
only one sixteenth were classified health supervision 
and that more than one fifth were to persons over 
twenty years of age.
